In the Claims 

1 . (Currently Amended) A method for collecting, organizing, storing, sharing and distributing 
medical information over a network comprising the steps of: 

allowing storing at least one medical patient to stor e patient's medical history information 
in a computer database coupled to said network , said medical history information being provided 
bv one of a patient representative and a medical professional and including personal 
information, basic medical information and medical specialty-specific medical information, the 
patient representative being one of the at least one medical patient, the patient's guardian and the 
patient's personal representative ; and? 

on e or mor e s e l e cted from th e group consisting of: allowing said at l e ast on e m e dical 
patient to designat e that only said at l e ast on e m e dical pati e nt may hav e acc e ss to said m e dical 
history information from a comput e r coupl e d to said n e twork, and allowing said at l e ast on e 
m e dical pati e nt to designat e at l e ast on e m e dical prof e ssional that may hav e acc e ss to said 
m e dical history information from a comput e r coupl e d to said n e twork. 

establishing a designee for accessing the medical history information, the designee being 
at least one of the patient representative and a medical professional; and 

the designee securely accessing the medical history information via a communication 
device associated with the network. 

2. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein said m e dical history information 
compris e s personal information, basic m e dical information and sp e cialty m e dical information the 
medical history is provided as a series of responses to a series of pre-defined questions, the 
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questions including mandatory questions that must be answered before advancing to subsequent 
questions, and optional questions. 

3. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, comprising the further step of: 

allowing th e at l e ast on e m e dical pati e nt to modify said modifying the medical history 
information from any comput e r conn e ct e d to a communication device associated with the 
network , wherein said modifications are provided by the designee . 

4. (Currently Amended) The method of claim [[1]] 3, further comprising: the furth e r st e p of: 

allowing th e at l e ast on e m e dical prof e ssional to add additional information to said 
m e dical history information from any computer connect e d to th e n e twork, if th e at l e ast on e 
medical pati e nt has granted the at l e ast on e m e dical prof e ssional acc e ss to said medical history 
information 

alerting the patient representative as to modifications made to the medical history 
information; and 

the patient representative determining whether to accept or reject the modifications. 

5. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, comprising th e furth e r st e p of wherein the step 
of establishing a designee other than the patient representative includes : 

d es ignating at least one m e dical prof e ssional that may have access to said m e dical history 
information from a comput e r coupl e d to said n e twork by e ntering providing a unique code 
corresponding to said at least one the medical professional into said computer . 
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6. (Currently Amended) The method of claim $9, wherein a on e set of digits of said a first 
portion of the unique code designat e a uniqu e identifies a particular physician. 

7. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 6, wherein anoth e r s e t of digits a second portion 
of said unique code designate a uniqu e physician identifies a specific office location of the 
particular physician, officer 

8. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 7, wh e r e in said uniqu e cod e p e rmits precis e 
routing of said m e dical history information to a specific physician offic e or offic e s further 
comprising disseminating the medical history information according to information provided in 
the unique code. 

9. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein said at l e ast on e the medical 
professional compris es includes at least one of a physician , an administrator, a nurse , and a 
medical staff-person.

12. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wh e r e in s aid at l e ast on e m e dical 
prof e ssional's acc e ss to said m e dical history information is limited to further comprising 
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establishing pre-defined levels of access to the medical history information commensurate with 
said at l e ast one m e dical prof e ssional's the designee's title. 

13. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein said the step of allowing at l e a s t one 
medical patient to stor e storing medical history information in a computer database coupled to 
said network comprises: 

presenting to the at least one medical patient at least one questionnaire over the network; 

and 

storing the at least one pati e nt answ e r patient's answers to the at least one questionnaire 
in said computer database.

15. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 44 13, comprising the further stop of further 
comprising : 

presenting the at least one medical patient at least one questionnaire related to the a type 
of medical visit ov e r the n e twork ; and 

storing the at least one pati e nt answ e r patient's answers to the at least one visit-type 
questionnaire in said computer database. 

16. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 4-12, compri s ing the furth e r st e p of: wherein at 
least one of the pre-defined access levels is associated with p e rmitting a medical professional and 
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permits the at l e a s t on e medical professional to add notes to said the medical history information^ 
the method farther comprising: 

pre-populating a medical record with information retrieved from the medical history 

information; 

adding notes to the medical record; and 

storing the medical record as a part of the medical history information in the 
computer database. 

17. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, compri s ing the further step of wherein the 
designee is a medical professional the method further comprising : 

charging at least one of the at least on e medical professional of and a medical facility 
associated with the medical professional a fee for viewing said the medical history information. 

18. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, comprising the farther step of farther 
comprising : 

tracking comput e r access to said medical history information over said network.

ene medical patient answers a challenge question correctly ; and 

accessing the computer database using the patient's username and password , 

22. (Currently Amended) A computer system comprising: 
at least one server computer; and, 

at least one first client computer coupled to the at least one server computer through a 
network; 

wherein the at least one server computer includes at least one program stored thereon, 
said at least one program performing tho following st e ps being configured to : 

allowing a) receive medical history information provided by at least one medical 
patient stationed at the at least one first-client computer , the information including personal 
basic medical and medical specialty-specific medical information; 

b) te store the medical history information in a computer database coupled to said 

network; and; 

on e or more select e d from th e group consisting of: allowing s aid at l e ast on e m e dical 
pati e nt to designat e that only said at l e ast one m e dical pati e nt may hav e acc e ss to said medical 
history information from a computer coupl e d to said n e twork, and allowing said at least on e 
m e dical patient to designate at l e ast one m e dical prof e ssional that may hav e acc e ss to said 
m e dical history information from a computer coupled to said n e twork. 
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receive a designation for granting access to the stored medical history 
information to at least one of said medical patient and a medical professional; and 

d) grant access to the medical history information via a communication device 
associated with the network according to the received designation, 

23. (Currently Amended) The computer system of claim 22, wherein said at least one program 
performs th e is further st e p of configured to : 

allowing th e at l e ast one m e dical patient to modify said receive and process modifications 
to the stored medical history information from any comput e r conn e ct e d to communication device 
associated with the network. 

24. (Currently Amended) A computer readable medium having embodied therein a computer 
program for processing by a machine, the computer program comprising: 

a first code segment for allowing at l e ast one m e dical pati e nt to stor e p e rsonal 
information and storing medical history information of at least one medical patient in a computer 
database, said medical information including personal basic medical and medical specialty- 
specific medical information and said computer database being accessible over a network; and, 

a second code segment for allowing one or more select e d from the group con s isting of: 
allowing said at least on e m e dical pati e nt to d e signat e that only said at l e a s t on e m e dical pati e nt 
may hav e access to said m e dical history information from a comput e r coupl e d to said n e twork, 
and allowing said at l e ast on e m e dical pati e nt to designat e at least on e medical prof e ssional that 
may have access to said m e dical history information from a comput e r coupl e d to said n e twork 
receiving a designation granting access to the stored medical history information to at least one 
of said medical patient and a medical professional . 
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25. (Currently Amended) The computer readable medium of claim 24, wherein the computer 
program further comprising comprises ; 

at least on e a third code segment for allowing the at l e ast one m e dical pati e nt to modify 
said receiving and processing modifications to the stored medical history information from any 
comput e r communication device associated with conn e cted to the network. 

26. (Currently Amended) A computer data signal embodied in a carrier wave comprising: 

a first code segment for allowing at least on e m e dical pati e nt to stor e p e rsonal 
information and storing medical history information of at least one medical patient in a computer 
database, said medical information including personal basic medical, and medical specialty- 
specific medical information and said computer database being accessible over a network; and, 

a second code segment for allowing on e or mor e s e l e ct e d from th e group consisting of: 
allowing said at l e ast one medical pati e nt to designat e that only said at l e ast one m e dical pati e nt 
may hav e acc e ss to said m e dical history information from a computer coupl e d to said n e twork, 
and allowing said at l e ast on e medical patient to de s ignat e at least one m e dical prof e ssional that 
may hav e access to said m e dical history information from a comput e r coupl e d to said n e twork 
receiving a designation granting access to the stored medical history information to at least one 
of said medical patient and a medical professional . 

27. (Currently Amended) The computer data signal of claim 26, further comprising: 
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at least on e a third code segment for allowing th e at least on e m e dical pati e nt to modify 
said receiving and processing modifications to the stored medical history information from any 
comput e r communication device associated with connected to the network. 

28. (Currently Amended) A method for sharing medical information over a network comprising 
the steps of: 

allowing at l e ast on e medical patient to stor e storing medical history information in a 
computer database coupled to said network , said information including at least one medical 
patient's personal basic medical, and medical specialty-specific medical information ; and, 

providing granting viewing access to the medical history information to at least one 
medical professional th e ability to vi e w said m e dical history information from a comput e r 
communication device associated with coupl e d to said network. 

29. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 28, comprising the furth e r st e p of: wherein said 
viewing access is granted by the at least one medical patient from a communication device 
associated with the network. 

permitting the at l e ast on e m e dical patient to grant acc e ss to said m e dical history 
information to th e at least on e m e dical professional over said n e twork, wh e r e in said st e p of 
providing at least on e m e dical prof e ssional th e ability to vi e w s aid m e dical history information is 
not permitted until th e at l e ast on e m e dical pati e nt has grant e d acc e ss to said m e dical history 
information to th e at least one m e dical prof e ssional. 

30. (Cancelled) 
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3 1 . (Currently Amended) The method of claim 3028, comprising the further step of wherein the 
at least one patient provides the medical history information, the method further comprising : 

allowing the at l e ast one medical patient to vi e w said accessing and viewing the medical 
history information from any comput e r communication device associated with conn e cted to the 
network; and, 

permitting th e at l e ast on e m e dical patient to e nt e r providing se cond additional 
specialty[[-]]specific medical information relating to a second specialty area, 

wherein the at least one patient's personal and basic medical history information does not 
have to be re-entered fer to correspond with the second medical specialty area. 

32. (Original) A method for storing medical information in a computer database comprising the 
steps of: 

soliciting at least one medical patient to enter initial medical information into a database; 
analyzing the entered medical information; and, 

customizing additional inquiries regarding medical information based on the initial 
medical information entered. 

33. (New) A method for sharing medical information over a network comprising the steps of: 

storing at least one medical patient's medical history information in a computer database 
coupled to said network, said medical history information being provided by one of a patient 
representative and a medical professional, and including personal information, basic medical 
information and medical specialty-specific medical information, the patient representative being 
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one of the at least one medical patient, the patient's guardian and the patient's personal 
representative; 

establishing a designee comprising at least one of a physician, a medical facility, and the 
patient representative for accessing the medical history information, said physician and medical 
facility being previously established in the computer database; 

the designee securely accessing the medical history information via a communication 
device associated with the network; and 

tracking the designee's access to the medical history information. 

34. (New) The method of claim 33, wherein when the designee comprises a physician, the 
method further comprises: 

identifying a particular physician utilizing a unique code corresponding to said physician. 

35. (New) The method of claim 34, wherein a first portion of the unique code identifies the 
particular physician. 

36. (New) The method of claim 35, wherein a second portion of the unique code identifies a 
particular office location of the particular physician. 

37. (New) The method of claim 36, further comprising transmitting the medical history 
information according to information provided in the unique code. 
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
